Gilbert M air (Peterhead, Scotland, 23 May 1799 - Whangarei, 16 July 
1857) was a sailor and a merchant trader who visited N ew Zealand for the 
first time when he was twenty, and lived there from 1824 till his death. He 
married Elizabeth Gilbert Puckey. They had twelve children. Among them 
were'famous N ew Zealanders’ like Captain Gilbert M air and M ajor William 
Gilbert M air. Gilbert M air senior was ‘present at the signing of the Treaty 
of Waitangi in 1840, and he and his family were acquainted with many of 
the noted men who visited the Bay of Islands’. 


Reverend Charles Baker (1803 - 1875) was a lay minister and member of the 
Church M issionary Society (C.M .S.) in N ew Zealand in theearly and middle 
19th century, and onethe first Europeans to be fluent in theM aori language. 
H ewas born in Yorkshire, Great Britain, and was trained in agricultural and 
industrial pursuits. Upon the death of his first wife, he entered the C.M |S. 
College at Islington. With the second M rs. Baker, and the daughter of the first 
marriage, he landed at the Bay of Islands on 9 J une, 1828. H ewas stationed 
first at Kerikeri and then at Russell (K ororarika). 


The building of the historic church in Russell was due to the efforts of 
Charles Baker, and was probably completed in late 1834, or early 1835. 
On Christmas Day, 1835, Charles Darwin (the eminent naturalist) and 
Captain Fitzroy (of H.M .S. Beagle and, later, successor to Governor H obson) 
attended a service conducted by M r. Baker and made donations towards the 
cost of the church. 


Later, Mr Baker had built the first printing press in New Zealand. In the 
temporary absence of the Rev. H. Williams, Charles Baker played a not 
unimportant part in making the arrangements ashore for the proclamation 
of British sovereignty over New Zealand. Lieutenant-Governor Hobson 
requested him to have copies printed of an invitation to the chiefs to meet 
him, and arranged with him to send messengers to deliver them. He also 
sought permission to use the church on the occasion of the reading of the 
official documents relating to his appointment. 


Archdeacon Williams, who initially wasin sole charge of missionary work on 
the East Coast of theN orth Island, wroteon M ay 15th, 1843, that in August, 
1842, it had been decided that M r. C. Baker, who had been at Waikare, Bay 
of Islands, should be placed at Tolaga Bay. Whilst he was at Tolaga Bay his 
family of nine was increased on 11 April, 1843, by the birth of ason, Henry 
Williams, who might have been the first C aucasian boy born at Uawa, and on 
3 September, 1844, by the arrival of another daughter, Charlotte Elizabeth, 
who might have been the first Caucasian girl born there. In the 1860s he 
returned to Auckland; Mr. Baker paid regular visits to the stockades, the 
gaol, and the hospital and to the hulks on which rebel prisoners were being 
detained. He died on 15 February, 1875.

William White served on HMS Glory. The action for which this clasp was 
sanctioned was one of the first successful ones for the British N avy following 
the declaration of war with revolutionary France in 1793. On 28 May 
1794 twenty five 'Ships of the Line’ under Admiral Lord Howe commenced 
operations against twenty six similar French ships on the Atlantic route to 
N orth America. The resultant battle and defeat of the French ships meant 
that important supplies from their American allies did not reach the French. 
The British captured seven ships and sank one for no loss and the battle 
became known as the 'Glorious First of J une’. 


Of great interest is the fact that oneof the British ships was H M S Tremendous, 
a'74' (cannon) Class set in two decks with a crew of six hundred including 
about one hundred M arines. At the time, a limited number of these M arine 
officers and NCOs wereaccompanied by their wives. During and after battle 
these women were stationed in the lower deck to help with the wounded. 
There is no explanation as to how a pregnant wife was able to accompany 
her husband but as it turns out, one was pregnant and gave birth to a son. 
T his fact is revealed in the list of those entitled to the N aval General Service 
M edal with clasp 'l June 1794' as appeared in the government gazette 
published in 1847. Oneentry states 'N ame: M cK enzie, Daniel Tremendous, 
Rank: Baby, Ship: Tremendous, N otes: H istorically Unique.’

The sea battle of St Vincent was fought off the coast of Portugal between 
fifteen British and twenty eight Spanish ‘Ships of the Line’ in M arch 1797. 
Despite the odds against them, the British under Admiral Sir John Jervis won 
a decisive victory that gave them much better access to the M editerranean. 
N elson played a major part of the action however accompanying the fleet of 
battle ships were seven relatively unheralded frigates and sloops as support 
ships. On board the smallest sloop, the HM S Raven, served a young sailor 
named Thomas Potter Cooke, 3rd Class, an eleven year old whose duties 
during battle included carrying gunpowder from the magazine to the gun 
positions. 


Thomas Potter (Tippy) Cookewas born in 1786, theson of a surgeon. When 
his father died in 1796 theten year old Thomas volunteered for servicein the 
Royal N avy and was soon serving on HM S Raven a newly commissioned 
sloop. The next year he found himself in the action at St Vincent. After this 
battle, Admiral Sir John J ervis (now Earl St Vincent) transferred his flag to a 
newly commissioned gun ship, Villede Paris. Coincidentally the young sailor, 
T P Cooke, also transferred to the same ship. In M arch 1802 there was a 
pause in the war after the British accepted N apoleon's offer of conditional 
peace. During this period of quiet, young Thomas took the opportunity to 
gain his release from naval service and by 1804 had embarked on a new 
career as an actor. 


He was soon very popular with the audiences in the theatres of the day 
such as Covent Garden and the Surrey, particularly his rendition of nautical 
themes what with his athletic six foot frame and naval experience behind him. 
M eanwhile, after many years of discussion, a N aval General Service M edal 
was finally authorized by Queen Victoria in 1847 to beissued to survivors at 
that date for various actions between 1793 and 1840. Of those involved in 
the Battle of St Vincent only 348 claimants were registered and of the total 
of 121 crew on board the Raven, only Thomas Cooke was listed to receive 
the N aval General Service M edal with clasp St Vincent. 


Thomas Cooke's acting career prospered into his seventies. D uring his career 
on the stage he portrayed the lead in The Life of N elson, Cpt Van Decken in 
the Flying Dutchman and created the monster in the original version of M ary 
Shelley's famous Frankenstein. In 1857 he appeared in a series of short plays 
in aid of Actors' Benefit organized by Charles Dickens. Cooke passed away 
in 1864 at the age of 78 and a prominent theatre critic of the day described 
him as 'The best sailor that ever trod the stage.'

HMS London was the flagship of Admiral Sir H yde Parker, commander 
of the British Fleet that defeated the Danish-N orwegian Fleet anchored off 
Copenhagen on 2 April 1801. 


Robert H olman had an impressive naval career spanning the period from 1 
September 1800 when he entered the R oyal N avy. H ewason ships involved 
in several fighting operations and the capture af numerous ships. On 22 J uly 
1805 hejoined the Prince of Wales and acted as Aide-de-camp to Sir Robert 
Calder in his action with the combined squadrons off Cape Finisterre. 


On 24 November 1809, whileaboard H M SVilledeParis at Port M ahon, Vice 
Admiral the Rt Hon Cuthbert Lord Collingwood, Commander in Chief of 
His M ajesty's Ships and vessels in the M editerranean appointed M idshipman 
Robert Holman to Acting Lieutenant of HM S Bombay replacing Lt Leroux 
removed to France. In O ctober 1814, on the occasion of an official visit made 
by the the Lords of the Admiralty to Plymouth it was the honourable lot of 
Lieutenant H olman, at the timein temporary command of the|mpregnable, 
to hoist their Lordships’ flag. Holman went on half pay in 1819. 


In] une 1838 Robert H olman was appointed Superintendant of the Plymouth 
Police. His brother was Captain William HolmaRN who joined thenavy in 
1790 and accepted the rank of Captain in 1844.

At the Battle of Trafalgar HM S Bellerophon or 'Billy Ruffian’ as she was 
known among the lower deck, sailed in thelee division. Inspired by N elson's 
signal that ‘England expects every man will do his duty’, her gun crews 
chalked on the ship's gun barrels, ‘Bellerophon: Death or Glory’. 


N elson formed his fleet into two divisions; the weather column would attack 
to the north under his direct command and the lee column would operate 
to the south under the command of Cuthbert Collingwood in HM S Royal 
Sovereign. The Bellerophon under command of Captain John Cooke was 
stationed fifth in Collingwood's line, and so was one of the first ships engaged 
in action with the combined fleet. Cooke had reportedly been extremely 
concerned for his safety prior to the battle, and took the unusual step of 
informing his first lieutenant, William Pryce C umby, and his master, Edward 
Overton, of Nelson's orders, in case he should be killed. 
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Bellerophon was soon closely engaged with the French, breaking through 
the enemy line and closing with Aigle. As with the other French ships in 
the fleet, Aigle's rigging and mastheads were occupied by musketeers and 
grenadiers, who kept up a steady fire on Bellerophon and took a heavy toll 
of sailors exposed on the British ship's deck. M uch of the fire was directed 
at the quarterdeck, where Cooke, Cumby and Overton stood. Cumby noted 
with surprise that Cooke was still wearing his uniform coat, which sported 
epaulettes that marked him out as the ship's captain to French snipers. 
Cookehad forgotten to removethe epaulettes and recognised the danger they 
represented, but replied 'It is too late to take them off. | see my situation, 
but! will die like aman.’ 


As the action continued, the captain of Aigle ordered his crew to board and 
seize Bellerophon, hoping to use their superiority of numbers to overwhelm 
the British crew. Cooke sent Cumby below to make sure that the lower 
deck guns continued to fire into the French ship as the battle continued 
overhead, and threw himself at the French sailors pouring onto Bellerophon's 
quarterdeck, shooting an enemy officer dead and engaging in hand-to-hand 
combat with the men behind him. Within minutes Cumby had returned to 
the deck with reinforcements from below, passing the mortally wounded 
Overton on the ladder. The badly wounded ship's quartermaster was 
also present, and he informed Cumby that Cooke had fallen in the melee. 
Cumby's charge cleared the French from the deck of Bellerophon, and he 
found Captain Cooke dead on the quarterdeck, two musket balls lodged 
in his chest. Cooke's last words had been 'Let me lie quietly a minute. Tell 
Lieutenant Cumby never to strike.’ 


Cumby took charge of the battered Bellerophon, directing her fireinto Aigle 
and ultimately forcing the French ship's surrender after the arrival of other 
British vessels. Bellerophon had suffered grievously, losing 27 dead and 127 
wounded. Although Aigle was lost in the chaotic storm which followed the 
battle, Bellerophon survived, primarily due to Cumby's leadership. He was 
later promoted to captain for his services in the action. Cooke's body was 
buried at sea the day after the battle with the other fatal casualties from 
Bellerophon.

Following the Isandhlwana disaster, Colonel Sir Evelyn Wood VC, KCB 
in the north at Kambula with his column was told to hold fast to await 
reinforcements from England. H owever, a mounted force from his column 
under Lieutenant Colonel (later General) Redvers H Buller was attacked 
near H lobaneM ountain by a large Zulu force and suffered heavy casualties 
on 28 M arch 1879. N ext day, heavily outnumbered, Wood's base camp at 
Kambula was able to beat off the Zulus in a fierce four hour attack. The 
Battle of H lobane resulted in a British defeat with the loss of fifteen officers 
and onehundred and ten soldiers and additionally with eight wounded and 
one hundred native soldiers killed.

7 November 1890: In a north-westerly gale and mountainous seas, the 
Padstow schooner 'O cean Q ueen' was wrecked on rocks below the quarries 
at Penmaen H ead, Llandulas, Denbighshire. She was first seen labouring 
heavily with her top-sails flying in shreds, completely out of control. After

she went ashore with seas breaking clean over her, her crew of four men took 
to her rigging. It was not possible to launch the Llandulas lifeboat, probably 
because most of the local populace were at the scene of the wreck. As the 
Llandudno lifeboat was out on another service, some quarrymen managed to 
obtain a small boat, which they carried to a point opposite the wreck. Seven 
attempts to launch her through the vicious surf were unsuccessful, but the 
eighth brought success and all the crew were taken off. In the course of the 
successive attempts, the boat's crew was changed frequently.

On Monday December 31st 1810, Doctor Thomas Butler of Inglesgate, 
Essex effectively succeeded in recovering the son of John J ames of the same 
place, a boy of seven years, from a state of suspended animation by means 
recommended by the Royal Humane Society of London. On the above day 
the mother of the boy was made acquainted that her son had incautiously 
ventured onto the ice on a pond near her residence, which gave way and 
let him into the water. She proceeded directly to the spot observing the hole 
in the ice, but from the depth of the water it certainly would have been 
extremely hazardous for her to attempt going in (as she could not swim). 
Consequently the boy remained in this state for several minutes before 
neighbours urgent cries attracted the attention of Mr Butler. Finding the 
cause of their distress he immediately plunged into the pond and brought 
the boy up with somedifficulty, by all appearances dead. The body had been 
entirely out of sight for at least twelve minutes and when brought to the 
outhouse near the pond, appeared to be quite inanimate. The wet clothes 
removed, the boy was wrapped in two blankets. Mr Butler then from his 
own mouth inflated the boy's lungs, imitating as near as possible natural 
breathing gently pressing the chest after inflation. After some perseverance 
signs of life appeared, helped along with some warm cordials. On gradual 
recovery, the boy at first complained of great debility but after two or three 
days his system appeared very little affected.

1.40pm on the 18th M ay 1912, an explosion occurred at the M arkham 
Colliery, H ollybush, M onmouthshire, caused by an ignition of gas at a depth 
of about 350 yards.

M ajor General Robert Walter Dickson Leslie was born on 31 J anuary 1883 
in England and was educated at Hilton College and M ichaelhouse, N atal, 
South Africa. His grandfather was Rear Admiral F L Field CB, CMG, RN, 
3rd Sea Lord. H eunderwent his medical training in Dublin, Ireland qualifying 
in 1904. Two years later he entered the Royal Army M edical Corps and held 
the rank of Captain when World War | commenced. In the years from 1917 
to 1937 he rose from the rank of Brevet M ajor to M ajor General. For his 
World War | service, towards the end of which he was an Assistant Director 
of M edical Services (A.D.M .S.) in France, he was mentioned in despatches 
and appointed an OBE in the King's 1919 Birthday H onours list.

In 1930 he was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel and appointed Deputy 
Assistant Director of M edical Services (D.A.D.M .S.) in India, a post he held 
until 1932. H ewas promoted to Colonel in 1934 and in 1936 was appointed 
D.D.M .S. in Palestine and Transjordania. Upon his return to the UK he was 
in command of the Queen Alexandra M ilitary Hospital, Millbank until 
1937. In that same year he was promoted to M ajor General and appointed 
D.D.M .S., Northern Command, York. On 28 M arch 1939 hewas appointed 
H onorary Physician to the King (LG 25/4/1939, p2751). In 1941 he was 
appointed CB and retired from the Army. 


During his Army career, M aj Gen Leslie wrote several articles which were 
published in the] ournal of the Royal Army M edical Corps. After he retired 
from the Army he received an appointment as a hospital officer in the 
Emergency M edical Service (E.M .S.) and from 1948 to 1954 was employed 
as a regional medical officer (No.3 region) under the M inistry of H ealth. 
For his services to the E.M.S. he was appointed CBE (Civil Division) in 
the 1946 N ew Year H onours list. He was also a member of the Council of 
the British M edical Association from 1942 to 1948 serving on the N aval 
and M ilitary Committee of the Association from 1944 to 1948 and on the 
General M edical Council Committee (1946-8) and the Central M edical War 
Committee (1947-8). H edied at hishomeat East Leake, near Loughborough, 
Leicestershire on 31 January 1957 aged 74.

11 June 1893; educated at Streatham Grammar School, St Ann's and Paris; 
joined the City of London Yeomanry in 1912 serving until 1916 and then 
applied for transfer to RFC; after flying training he was posted to No.56 
Squadron as a pilot in 1917; in 1919 after the war Rex became a pilot 
and Assistant Air Attaché in Paris; during 1921 and 1923 he was test and 
delivery pilot with A.D.C Croydon; 1923-1927 he was an Instructor at 
CFS, Uphavon. 


In his book, 'C.F.S. Birthplace of Air Power', pp102-103, author John 
W.R.Taylor writes of the infamous and sometimes hilarious Student vs 
Instructor landing competition part of which required that the aircraft 
engine had to be stopped at a height of 1,500 ft above the word Uphavon 
that was in chalk letters dug into the grass of the aerodrome about 150 yards 
from the tarmac. The pilot then had to make an engine-off landing with 
the object being to stop as close as possible to the letter U. Understandably 
there were many minor crashes and near disasters, one of which included 
Australian Flying Officer 'N obby' Clarke one of the instructors who was 
laughing so much because he had never seen anything so hilarious until he 
walked around the other side of a barn, which one of the planes bounced 
off, only to find one of his students and his plane sitting on top of Clarke's 
car. In this competition the best individual performance was assessed to be 
Flying Officer Rex Stocken whose 504K finished nine inches or so from the 
target letter U. 


In 1927 Stocker became a Test Pilot, H igh Speed Flight, Felixstowe; 1927- 
1929 heworked as Assistant London Representative of Gloster Aircraft Co; 
1930-1931 he was Personal Assistant to General M anager, de Havilland 
Aircraft Co Ltd; in 1931 he started his own business as a Test Pilot and 
consultant; 1936-1939 and 1947 he was Organiser, |.of M. (Isle of M an) 
International Air Races; recalled to RAF from August 1939 until J anuary 
1947 when heretired at the rank of Wing Commander; Past Deputy M aster, 
Guild of Air Pilots & Air N avigators (1938-1944) (Stocken joined the Guild 
18 November 1929 asa Founder M ember, becoming a member of the Court 
of the Guild on 26 November 1929 and remained on the Court until being 
appointed Deputy M aster in 1938. In that same year, the Grand M aster was 
HRH TheDukeof Kent and the M aster was The M ost Hon The M arquess 
of Londonderry KG, PC, MVO. During World War II the Guild office was 
closed and its affairs were handled by a Wartime Committee, under the 
chairmanship of Wing Commander R.H .Stocken, invested with full executive 
authority.

Captain Kenneth Lloyd Gopsill was born at Handsworth, Staffordshire in 
1897; educated at King Edward's School, Aston, Birmingham and Alleyn's 
School, Dulwich; apprenticed to Tangyes, Soho and was studying for 
matriculation at the Birmingham University when war broke out; Enlisted in 
14th Royal Warwick Regt on 17Sept1914 a few days beforehis 17th birthday; 
M ar1915 he was gazetted to the East Surrey Regt and in ]an1916 attached 
to RFC; served seven months in France with a fighting squadron returning 
to England 15Dec1916 on staff of Central Flying School, Upavon; gazetted 
Lt 05Sep1916 and Temp Capt and Flight Commander 01M ar1917; returned 
to the front as Flight Commander M ay1917; wounded 12] ul1917 and then 
appointed deputy instructor in England N ov1917; returned to the front again 
12Feb1918 and killed in a flying accident with No 43 Sqn No 10 Wing on 
15Feb1918, flying a Sopwith on gun practice. Accident report, 'M achineleft 
aerodromeat 7.25 am & crashed on aerodromeat 7.45 am. Pilot was firing 
into the pond on the aerodrome & machine suddenly nosedived steeply & 
spun into ground from about 200 ft. Cause unknown & not ascertainable 
owing to damage of machine. Pilot killed.’ It was recommended that the 
aircraft be struck off 43 Sqn and RFC. 


Capt Gopsill had six enemy aircraft destroyed or out of control to his credit 
during the period 2Aug1916 to 12] ul1917. An exampleof the ferocity of the 
air combat can beread in the narratives of operations on 24M ay1917, 'Capt 
K L Gopsill (Pilot), 2nd LtE H JonesDCM (Observer) on Sopwith A/2393 
were dived at from above and in front whilst two others manoeuvered to 
attack from behind. Capt Gopsill stalled and fired at the front H.A. which 
immediately soun down - presumably under control. M eantime the two 
H.A were scoring hits and 2nd Lt Jones was wounded in the leg. The pilot 
again stalled and soun down and on flattening out was attacked from the 
side. 2nd Lt E H J ones opened fire once more and after 20 rounds theH.A. 
turned on his back, burst into flames and went down vertically. Second H.A. 
followed them to the line.’

Citations for awards of the Royal N ational Lifeboat Institution (RN LI) for 
the Preservation of Life from Shipwreck to Thomas Leigh. 26 November 
1830: In tremendous gale conditions, the collier brig Annabella was driven 
on shore off Winterton, N orfolk with water breaking over her and the crew 
in danger of drowning. With much difficulty Lieutenant Leigh and his crew 
put out in a boat and rescued seven men. 


24 December 1830: On passage from H ull to London, the brig H enry went 
ashore off Winterton in bad weather. In great difficulty and danger, Lieutenant 
Leigh and his men took off the M aster and three seamen by boat. 


Award: RN LI Gold M edal Lieutenant Thomas Leigh, RN , Chief O fficer, HM 
Coastguard, Winterton (21 September 1831) (this medal not with lot). 


20 M arch 1833: Theship Crauford Davison was totally wrecked in a heavy 
gale on Winterton Beach, Norfolk, north of Great Yarmouth. In conditions 
of great difficulty and danger, the Winterton lifeboat (Norfolk District 
Committee) launched with Lieutenant Leigh and a crew of 25 men. The 
ship's M aster and his crew, 16 in all, were saved. The rescuers had been 
engaged on the beach from daybreak to 2pm sometimes up to their chests 
in water; they then manned the lifeboat, landing the survivors at 4pm just 
as the wreck rolled over and broke up. 


Award: RNLI Gold Boat to Lieutenant Thomas Leigh, RN, Chief Officer, 
HM Coastguard, Winterton (24 April 1833). Lieutenant was also awarded 
the Royal Humane Society's Silver M edal. 


30 April 1835: When the collier Blackbird, Sunderland to London, went 
ashore near Winterton, Norfolk, in severe weather, the M aster, M ate and 
two men were drowned. Lieutenant Leigh and a crew put out in the local 
private lifeboat and took off three seamen. 


Award: RNLI Silver M edal to Lieutenant Thomas Leigh, RN, HM 
Coastguard, Winterton (7 October 1835). 


Commander Thomas Leigh entered the Royal N avy in 1803 as a volunteer 
with the rate of Ordinary Seaman. H e soon was promoted to M idshipman 
aboard the Conqueror with which ship he was present during Nelson's 
pursuit of Villeneuve's squadrons in 1805 as well as at his victory at Cape 
Trafalgar on 21 October. The Conqueror sailed in Nelson's windward 
squadron as fourth in line astern of the Victory and at 1.40pm engaged 
Villeneuve's flagship, the Bucentaure, shooting away both her main and 
mizzen masts and causing her to crash into the stern of the Santisima Trinidad, 
as a result of which she also smashed her foremast. N ow unable to signal his 
fleet or sail to safety, Villeneuve struck his colours to the Conqueror. With 
the enemy's flagship out of the action, Conqueror moved on to deal with 
the Santisima Trinidad, her superior gunnery proving decisive as the latter 
ship was literally shot to pieces. 


During the battle, Conqueror suffered only three casualties. During the next 
eight years Leigh served asa M idshipman and M aster's M atein various ships, 
among them theR oyal George and the Pilot in which vessel he participated in 
an action with seven large gunboats and five other armed ships at Amanthea 
in 1810. During the engagement a large number of enemy transports were 
destroyed or captured and Leigh was alluded to in official reports for his 
conduct. He was promoted to Lieutenant on 26 January 1814. 


Thomas Leigh's lifesaving feats commenced after his appointment to the 
Coast Guard on 4 December 1827 as Chief O fficer at Winterton in N orfolk. 
In 1830 he participated in two rescues one on 26 November and another 
on 24 December which resulted in him being awarded the Gold M edal of 
the Royal N ational Institution for the Preservation of Life from Shipwreck, 
the award being announced on 21 September 1831. In Leigh's letter to the 
Secretary of the Royal Humane Society dated 26 December 1830 he wrote 
of the rescue, 'I| hastened, waist deep in snow, to the assistance of a brig, hull 
under water on that dangerous shoal, the N ess; with all hands lashed to the 
rigging. As they appeared to be too much exhausted to take advantage of a 
linethrown over her from a mortar, | directed a life boat to be instantly sent 
for, we put off, and exerted ourselves to the utmost to near the wreck; but 
a strong flood tide sweeping us to leeward, and a tremendous surf breaking 
over us, we were compelled to put back; with, however, a determination 
on my part, if supported to make another attempt, | consulted with some 
of the most experienced, who considered another attempt, on which fifteen 
Winterton beachmen and four of my own crew volunteered, and the life 
boat covered with ice, was again launched. By the greatest exertions, we got 
over the Bank. On which we struck several times with heavy seas breaking 
over us. Still we persevered, and happily succeeded in closing the wreck, 
and hearing our shouts feebly returned; but on veering a rope we found 
the poor fellows incapable of the last exertion. A most dreadful sight then 
presented itself - the wreck, embedded in a heavy surf, rocking to pieces; the 
master suspended from the main shrouds by his heels, a corpse, having bled 
to death from a wound received on her first striking; the rest of the crew 
(who had been twelve hoursin this perilous situation), unable to move. Two 
men resolutely mounted the rigging, and handed them to usin the lifeboat, 
over which several heavy surfs broke, throwing the beachmen into the most 
alarming confusion. H owever, weultimately had the unspeakable satisfaction 
of safely landing the whole (with exception stated) amidst the acclamations 
of hundreds of spectators.’ 


Awarded thesilver medal of the Royal H umane Society in 1832, Lieutenant 
Leigh was decorated again for his bravery in rescuing the crew of the barque, 
Crauford Davison, off Hasborough Sand on 19 M arch 1833. He was 
awarded the RNLI Gold Boat. 


In 1834 Lieutenant Leigh was awarded his second Royal H umane Society 
silver medal. Then, in 1835, he was recognised with the RN LI silver medal 
for rescuing three men from the brig, Blackbird on 30 April. This was to 
be his final award. On 23 June 1835 Leigh was promoted to the rank of 
Commander and retired. He died in 1846.

Captain Paymaster William Wood, 15th (Yorkshire East Riding) R egiment of 
Foot (Paymaster 20Feb1806, later 44th Foot; born 14) un1778 at H astings, 
England. 


During the Napoleonic Wars Captain Wood served with a British 
Expeditionary Force in the West Indies and was present at the capture of 
the French island colony of Guadeloupe. Shortly after, a French ship bound 
from Cayenne to France sailed into the harbour for a stopover, unaware of 
the British presence, and was captured without a shot being fired. Among 
the passengers was seventeen year old M arieH yacinthe G enevieve de G ouges 
accompanied by a duenna and in the charge of Louis de M abille-A udibert, 
Inspector-G eneral des Forets. M arie was the only child of General Pierre 
Aubrey deG ouges, late Governor of French Guiana, who had recently died at 
Cayenne. M ariewas admired for her beauty, goodness and graceful manners. 
H er aunt, the General's sister, was a maid of honour to M arieAntoinette and 
is buried with the other victims of the guillotine at the Chapelle Expiatoire 
behind the M adeleine in Paris. 


During a ball given by the Governor of Guadeloupe Captain Wood met 
the young M arie and fell madly in love with her. He swept her off her feet 
with his wild, passionate wooing and within about ten days they married 
with one of the witnesses being Colonel Barry of 'the Corps'. The captain 
continued his military career and fought at Waterloo. He retired from the 
Army in 1824 after selling his commission for £1,800. Two years later he 
and his wife and five children emigrated to Van Diemen's Land under an

inducement of the offer of land to retired military men. The family arrived 
at H obart Town on 25 October 1829 aboard the brig, M ary Anne. Captain 
Wood took up a grant of 2,000 acres at Snakes Bank, now Powranna, and 
named his property H awkridge after the family manor near Tiverton in 
Devon. He applied for a further grant of 2,000 acres and in time he had 
increased the size of his holding to 5,400 acres and built the family home 
which he called Woodleigh. Old family letters relate the captain's energetic 
and sometimes indiscreet opposition to the convict system which brought 
him into conflict with several Governors and he fought at least one duel. A 
Launceston newspaper report at the time stated that 'shots were exchanged 
without injury to either party, whereon both felt their honour satisfied’. 


The captain and his wife had two children born in Tasmania but both died 
in their infancy. One of his children, Louis de Gouges Wood, was a teacher 
and in the 1860s an activelandscape artist of some renown. H is watercolour, 
Brambletye near Avoca, is in the collection of the Queen Victoria M useum 
and Art Gallery in Launceston, Tasmania. 


In an article in The Sydney M orning Herald, Friday, July 16, 1934 it states 
that certain information had been discovered that revealed the true life 
characters who were in fact leading figures of 'Pageant', G.B.Lancaster's 
colourful novel of early Tasmania. The 'Captain Comyn’ of the novel was 
Captain William Wood and his wife M arie is credited with being the basis 
for the French lady. 


Captain Wood survived his wife by ten years and died at the family home, 
Woodleigh, in 1864 at the age of 86. He and his wife are in a vault at the 
English Cemetery in Elizabeth Street, Longford adjacent to the original St 
Andrew's Church.

Rescue award: On the weekend of 25-27 M ay 1889, seventeen inches of 
rain fell in Sydney and all thelow lying land was flooded, especially the river 
flats of Campsie, Canterbury and M arrickville. At about 1 pm on 27 May 
on the return trip, the driver of the Canterbury horse-bus found that the 
water had covered the bridge much more than on its earlier, outward trip. 
N evertheless, he tried to cross the bridge and during the crossing the four 
horses attached to the vehicle were swept off their feet, and the animals and 
bus were swept away. The fare boy and all four horses were drowned and 
the bus smashed to a heap of splintered driftwood. Fortunately the driver 
and passenger managed to reach safety, being dragged out of the floodwaters 
by rescuers.

In Vol VIII Australian Flying Corps of the Official H istory of Australia in the 
War of 1914-18 by F.M .Cutlack, Lieutenant Palliser is mentioned. On pages 
360-361 it states, ‘Lieutenants Barkell, G.J ones, and A.J .Palliser, from No.4 
Squadron, were on offensive-patrol at 7,000 feet near Armentieres shortly 
after 8 a.m., and, when over Frélinghien, were attacked from above by this 


same mixed Fokker fleet, now consisting of eleven or twelve machines. Three 
of them dived at Barkell, four at Palliser, and two at J ones. Barkell and Palliser 
each rolled smartly and got the upper hand with a |lmmelmann turn; each 
then fired a devastating burst at a selected enemy from close range. These 
two Fokkers fell at once and crashed east of Armentiéres near the Lys. Jones 
was attacked a few seconds later than his comrades and just as hehad seen a 
biplane - which had missed Palliser in its dive - swirl away below him.’ 


On pages 376-377 Cutlack describes the air activity in the Lessines region 
on 28 October 1918 as follows; 'M eanwhile King and his Snipes had arrived 
over Ath, and at 12,000 feet attacked and annihilated a formation of six 
or seven Fokkers. The enemy was slightly higher, but did not seem to be 
aware of the Snipes, until King, finishing a climb, half-rolled on the leader 
and fired his opening rounds into the enemy at fifty feet. The Fokker spun 
away under continual fire for 3,000 feet and then dropped on its back. M ajor 
W.A.M cCloughry, in that part of the patrol which followed King, fastened 
on to another enemy and fired at him till he crashed outside Ath. Palliser 
shot down a third, which also fell near Ath, and, while climbing to rejoin 
formation, engaged and destroyed another Fokker.’ 


Then on 29 October 1918, Cutlack writes of one of the greatest air battles of 
the war. On pages 377 and 378 hestates, ‘British machines were penetrating 
too far for his liking over the enemy's line of retreat, and his fully available air 
force was now concentrated to thwart this reconnaissance. Early in the fine 
but hazy afternoon fifteen Snipes under King and Baker left the aerodrome 
for offensive-patrol of the area east of Tournai. This force towards the end 
of its patrol met about sixty Fokkers just east of Tournai flying at varying 
heights. Several British two-seaters were in the offing lower down. Five 
Fokkers promptly attacked King, who was flying lower than the others. 
King spun away to avoid them and at 3,000 feet ran across an L.V.G. two- 
seater in his path. Attacking this, he missed at the first dive, but returned a 
few minutes later, met the two-seater head-on, and destroyed it. M eanwhile 
the others, at various levels between 14,000 and 11,000 feet, were fiercely 
engaged. Three machines led by G.J ones at 11,000 feet were the first in action, 
when, climbing to meet fifteen Fokkers just above them, they saw ten of this 
formation dive towards the British two-seaters. | ones' force at once attacked 
theten, and at thesame moment six Snipes under Ross entered the fight with 
a swarm of fresh Fokkers. J ones in his dive destroyed two of the enemy in 
quick succession; one crashed north-east of Tournai, and the other burst into 
flames. Almost simultaneously Palliser set another Fokker on fire. H eturned 
at once to attack a second which whizzed past him on the tail of a Snipe, and 
destroyed that enemy also. Then four Fokkers in turn attacked him, and he 
was obliged to spin away to escape them. The air was so thick with German 
machines that, high or low, in every direction, a machine leaving the ruck 
of a fight could not fail to meet them. So Palliser, diving for safety, found 
another enemy lower down in his path, and this too, he shot down out of 
control with a burst of eighty rounds ripped into the enemy as he dropped. 
Jones' patrol of three completely dispersed that particular body of Fokkers, 
but lost Sims. Sims was seen by Palliser to destroy one Fokker in flames, but 
shortly afterwards was himself shot down and killed.’ 


Lastly, on page 383 Cutlack writes of the end for Palliser when hestates, 'T he 
fight lasted but two or three minutes, and died out in the usual way, with 
machines spread over a wide area and making to regain formation. When 
the Snipes had re-formed it was found that three splendid pilots had been 
lost in the action - Baker (a flight-commander), and Lieutenants Palliser and 
P.W.Symons.' These three were all aces and the encounter with the enemy 
which included the German ace Karl Bolleon 5 November 1918, just 6 days 
before the cessation of the war, was a black day for No 4 Sqn AFC. At war's 
end No 4 Squadron, one of the most aggressive allied squadrons, was the 
highest scoring AFC squadron with approximately 220 victories. 


Also, inthebook, M en & M achines of theAustralian Flying Corps 1914-19 
by Charles Schaedel, reference is made to this battle when he writes, 'a week 
before the Armistice came into effect, the squadron suffered the loss of five 
pilots in one day. Lts E.}J.Goodson and C.W.Rhodes were taken prisoner in 
themorning and in the afternoon Capt Baker, the leader of 'B' Flight and Lts 
A.J .Palliser and P.W.Symons wereall killed during one short but particularly 
torrid engagement. ' 


Another reference to this action is made in the book, Fire in the Sky, The 
Australian Flying Corps in the First World War by M ichael M ilkentin. On 
page 323 he states, ‘Somewhat paradoxically, J asta Boelcke's victims were 
among No.4 Squadron's most experienced pilots. One, Thomas Baker, was 
a veteran flight commander with a dozen victories to his credit. The other 
two, Arthur Palliser and Parker Symons, had been at the front since August 
and Palliser had claimed five Fokkers in the week before his death. His was 
a particularly cruel fate, having survived four years of war, not only to be 
killed a week before the Armistice but also a day before he was scheduled 
for leave to Australia. J ones recalled speaking to Palliser before taking off 
that morning. '| am due to return to Australia tomorrow’, hesaid. 'If | was 
only lucky enough to break my finger in the hangar door | would not beable 
to fly today’. Palliser, along with Baker and Symons, were probably the last 
three Australians to die in action during the First World War.' 


In the Court of Enquiry into Palliser's fate held on 14 February 1919 it was 
reported that he failed to return from patrol over enemy territory N ovember 
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4th 1918 and was last seen in combat with enemy machines over Ath, 
Belgium. One informant told the enquiry that the patrol was met by about 
fifty Fokkers who downed five out of nine Snipes. Captain King reported 
that Palliser had gone down badly. 


In his short wartime flying career in France from mid-1918, Lieutenant 
Palliser is credited as an air ace. Flying a Camel his first victory was against a 
Fokker D VII on September 16 over Fr linghein, next he destroyed a balloon 
in early O ctober. Flying Sopwith Snipe E8064 heclaimed two Fokker D VIIs 
on October 28 and the following day he destroyed two more and another 
was last seen out of control north east of Tournai. His end came when he 
was shot down during his patrol's disastrous battle with J aska Boelke, the 
specially created fighter squadron established by the famed German fighter 
ace, Oswald Boelke, under command of the Aviation Chief of Staff. Boelke 
was killed on 28 October 1916 while flying with Jasta 2 and in honor of 
their great leader, | asta 2 was officially renamed J asta Boelkeon 17 December 
1916 a name which continues today. 


In correspondence with the M inister of Defence dated 31 December 1918, 
regarding the fact that her son was reported to her asM 1A on 11 November, 
M rs Palliser wrote that in his last letter to her dated 2 November 1918 that 
‘he had nailed a figure of a kangaroo (made of felt with red, white & blue 
ribbon round its neck which we sent him from Tasmania) on the front of 
his new machine for good luck’. In the letter she stated that she thought 
the M inister should have this information as it may help identify her son's 
flying machine, if found. 


A Court of Enquiry found that in fact her son wasKIA on 5 November 1918. 
This information was forwarded to the M ilitary Commandant, H obart on 
4 M arch 1919 vide List 6/533 and the Governor General was informed on 
5 M arch 1919. This message was posted not wired and because of wartime 
delays the message was not received by the Commandant until 11 M arch 
1919. A telegram was then dispatched on 12th to the Church of England 
clergyman at Ulverstone to give the sad news to Lieutenant Palliser's family. 
Unfortunately the Governor General had received his message earlier than 
the Hobart Commandant and in turn sent a message of condolences to the 
family and this arrived before they had been informed officially by the Army 
of their son's death. 


M rs Palliser was advised on 6 December 1921 that her son's remains were 
exhumed during December 1919 from a small German cemetery a few 
hundred yards east of their present resting place. They were then buried in 
Grave 1 Frasneslez Anvaing Churchyard, H ainaut which is about nine miles 
north east of Tournai, Belgium. Lt Palliser's body rests besideLt A.E.M oir, 65 
Sqn RAF, also KIA 5 November 1918. They aretheonly two Commonwealth 
airmen of WWI buried there. Lt Palliser's name is also located at Panel 187 
in the Commemorative Area at the Australian War M emorial.

The Sforza (‘Strivers') 
dynasty began as many Italian noble houses did, with a successful condottiere 
(mercenary soldier) seeking respectability for his family by procuring a title 
and an estate. M uzio Attendolo (1369-1424) founded the family, and his 
son Francesco seized the Duchy of M ilan in 1450, having first married the 
daughter of M aria Philippo Visconti. Francesco's son Galeazzo succeeded 
him in 1466 and sought to have his position elevated to king, marrying the 
sister-in-law of the king of France to strengthen his claims. His rule over 
M ilan was harsh, with heavy taxes causing widespread discontent, but his 
patronage of grand artists and architects was a source of great pride for 
the city, and his assassination in 1476 by republican sympathizers was met 
with mixed feelings. In any case, the dynasty survived, in the person of his 
weak son, Gian Galeazzo. Originating in Renaissance M ilan, where it was 
first issued in 1468, the testone was a large denomination of good silver and 
was so-called because its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled head (testa) 
of the reigning duke. O wing to the influx of silver as a result of trade fuelled 
by new sources of ore, the M ilanese Sforza family used the denomination 
to promote their power and regional influence. They followed Renaissance 
artistic principles, and the portraits of the family are presented in a more 
naturalistic and accurate manner than the more stylized medieval portraits. 
Like the French gros tournois of the thirteenth century, the testone gained 
popular acceptance and soon other areas in Italy began minting similar 
coins, bearing portraits of their own rulers. By the end of the fifteenth 
century, France, England, and Scotland began minting their own versions, 
known as the teston in France, and the testoon in England and Scotland, 
these coins with their R enaissance-style portraits may be viewed as the first 
modern European coinages.

The 
latter ship broke apart in the storm while the Vliegenthart, damaged and 
firing her cannons in distress, slipped off the bank and sank in 10 fathoms 
of water. All hands on both ships were lost. 


Contemporaneous salvage under contract with the Dutch East India 
Company was unsuccessful, but it did provide a piece of evidence, a secret 
map, that did not emerge from obscurity until 1977. Stemming from that, 
divers under the former London attorney Rex Cowan discovered the wreck 
in 1981, and in 1983 they found their first coins, one of three chests of 
M exican silver and Dutch gold coins (totaling 67,000 guilders or dollar-sized 
units) for the East India trade aboard the Vliegenthart. The second chest 
was smashed on the seabed and its contents partially salvaged, while the 
third chest, intact like the first, came up in 1992. The divers also recovered 
several smaller boxes of large Dutch silver coins known as ‘ducatoons', 
illegally exported and therefore contraband. Among the silver coins found 
were thousands of M exican cobs, predominantly 8 reales, many with clear 
dates in the early 1730s and in excellent condition.

The Sicilian city of Katane (modern Catania) was a Chalkidian colony 
founded from Naxos in 729 BC. Katane was located midway along the 
eastern coast of the island at the southern extremity of the slopes of M ount 
Aetna. Its fertile territory was coveted by neighbouring Syracuse and in 476 
BC the Syracusan tyrant Hieron | removed the population of K atane to the 
inland city of Leontini. Katane was then given the name of Aetna and re- 
peopled with Syracusan citizens and a group of Dorian mercenaries. On the 
fall of the Sicilian tyrannies in the late 460s BC, the alien population was 
expelled and the former inhabitants of K atane returned from exilein Leontini 
to reclaim their city, which now reverted to its original name. It seems unlikely 
that any coinage was produced at Katane prior to the events of 476 BC, so 
any issues bearing the name of the K atanians must postdate the restoration 
of the original population in 461 BC (courtesy of Nomos).

This important seafaring polis on the island of the same name has a long 
and tumultuous history and became a centre of arts, crafts and letters. 
After the crucifixion of the Tyrant Polykrates in 522 BC, Samos became 
part of the Persian Empire. It took part in the lonian Revolt in 499. It was 
a member of the Delian League in 478/7 when it fought against Persia, but 
fought on the Persian side at Salamis in 480 and subsequently passed to the 
Athenian Empire. After the end of Athenian domination (with the help of 
the Spartan Lysander in 404, or the defeat of the Spartan fleet at Knidos 
by Konon and Pharnabasos in 394), Samos returned to the Persian sphere 
of influence and became part of an anti-Laconian Symmachy along with 
Ephesos, Rhodes, K nidos, lasos, K yzikos, Lampsakos and Byzantion, which 
produced silver coins on the prevailing Rhodian weight standard. When 
in 365 Samos unsuccessfully opposed a Second Athenian League and was 
conquered by Timotheos, the population was expelled and replaced by an 
Athenian cleruchy.

Pantikapaion was founded by Greek colonists from M iletosin the late seventh 
century B.C. Situated on the west side of the Cimmerian Bosporos, in what is 
now the Crimea, it achieved great prosperity through its exploitation of the 
abundant fisheries of the Straits and the export of wheat from the Crimea. 
T his wealth is attested by its splendid gold coinage which commenced in the 
mid-fourth century B.C. and by the magnificently furnished rock tombs of 
its principal citizens in the same period. Later, it was to become a regional 
capital of the kingdom of M ithradates V| of Pontos (120-63 BC) and later 
still the seat of the kings of Bosporos (first century BC - fourth century 
AD). The coinage of Pantikapaion seems to have commenced with silver 
issues in the latter part of the fifth century B.C., but it is for its beautiful 
gold staters that the mint is chiefly noted. They depict the head of the god 
Pan (a pun on the name of the city) and on the reverse the griffin which

They were issued by M ithradates V! of Pontus 
who used the design of the famous issues of Lysimachos whose staters with 
the head of Alexander the Great linked him to Alexander, history's greatest 
conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates embarked on a career of conquest, 
bringing most of the lands around the Black Sea under his control. These 
policies bought him into conflict with Rome and he consequently tried to 
liberate the East from Rome and quickly defeated the local garrisons and 
massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 80,000 in one night). Athens 
welcomed him as a liberator. In 87 B.C. the Consul Sulla and five legions 
captured Athens and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates 
was fined 2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. T hese 
gold staters were probably struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 to 
early 87 B.C., to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. 
An alternative view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were 
issues of Brutus in the Civil war of 44-42 B.C. (this view was published in 
Celator January 2000 [pp. 22-24]).

According to legend, Constantine! adopted this Greek phrase, as a motto 
after his vision of a ‘chi rho' on the sky just before the Battle of M ilvian 
Bridge against M axentius in the year 312. The early Christian symbol 
consists of a cross formed by the Greek letters chi and rho, the first two 
letters in the name Christ (used on the labaraum or standard of the above 
coin). The historian Eusebius states that Constantine was marching with 
his army (Eusebius doesn't specify the actual location of the event, but it's 
clearly not in the camp at Rome), when he looked up to the sun and saw 
a cross of light above it, and with it the Greek words meaning (‘in this, be 
victorious!', often rendered in Latin as'In hoc signo vinces' as used on the 
above coin). At first, Constantine didn't know the meaning of the apparition, 
but in the following night, he had a dream in which Christ explained to him 
that he should use the sign against his enemies. Eusebius then continues to 
describe the Labarum, the military standard used by Constantine in his 
later wars against Licinius, showing the Chi-Rho sign. Its use of the above 
legend and standard by Vetranio (and also by Constantius II) is an echo of 
the experience of Constantine.

The year 1893 was the most disastrous year in Australia's financial history. The problems that came about that year had been building up over the previous 
decade. In both Sydney and especially M elbourne there had been increasingly wild speculation in land, the price of which had risen in an astronomical 
fashion. On the 3rd December 1891, the M etropolitan Bank of M elbourne closed its doors and went into liquidation. This set off a series of chain reactions 
throughout Australia. A climax was reached in M elbourne at the end of April 1893 when fourteen of the leading banks suspended payment. Only two 
banks remained open all this time, The Bank of Australasia and the Union Bank, two other banks remained open except for a day or two (Bank of N SW 
and the Royal Bank). Prior to the crises there had been twenty-eight banking and finance companies listed on the M elbourne Stock Exchange and only 
those banks noted above passed through the crises without suspension. Six other banks managed to sort out their affairs or were reconstructed. The 
remaining twenty or so were liquidated. Trade and commerce was shattered and there were many public scandals. The general public went through a long 
period of quite intense suffering. 


TheCity of M elbourne Bank had been founded in 1873 and it grew rapidly, taking over a couple of smaller banks, such as the] oint Stock Bank of Victoria. 
It prospered and was regarded as a pillar of the M elbourne Establishment. It was suspended on 17 M ay 1893 and an attempt was made to reconstruct it 
and re-open on June 19 (notes were overprinted with this date as was this note), and it lingered on for a few weeks but it failed again, finally closing its 
doors on 7 August 1895. The second and final closure of The City of M elbourne Bank marked the end of an era. There are only two surviving circulation 
notes of this bank, this note is of the utmost rarity.

M odern-day Queensland was originally called M oreton Bay District of N ew South Wales. It becamethe Colony of Queensland on 10 December 1859. There 
were not enough resources in the young colony to finance over-ambitious railway and public works, and the government undertook heavy borrowing. The 
sale of Government Debentures was slow and the Union Bank indicated difficulty in continuing advances, and later refused any advances at all. H owever, 
the Oriental Bank, Sydney agency of Agra & M asterman's Bank, agreed to placea loan in London for £500,000. Asa result of this arrangement the Union 
Bank agreed to advance funds, but the London firm of Overend & Gurney failed on 10 M ay 1866. Its failure also brought down Agra & M asterman's 
Bank and the contractor Peto, Brassey & Betts. The Union Bank then, without notice, took the unprecedented action of refusing to cash the Treasurer's 
cheques. This precipitated a crisis, for it meant that if no money was advanced by the banks, the government could not pay its labourers. 


A proposal was placed before Parliament to legislate for the issue of legal tender notes not convertible on demand. The proposed notes were highly criticised 
and they were dubbed 'Bell's Greenbacks' indicative of their inconvertibility. The Governor refused to approve their issue, as they were contrary to his 
Royal instructions. The Premier resigned, and an interim government took over on 20 July and lasted for 18 days. Theinterim government introduced and 
passed a Bill issuing £300,000 worth of Treasury Bonds. This measure brought some relief, but the Bank of Queensland failed, along with other investment 
companies. By August the Colony was in a financial crisis. 


The former Premier (M acalister) became Premier again, with ].C. M cLean as Colonial Treasurer. On 18 September the Treasury Bills Act and the Treasury 
N otes Act were introduced. T he notes were now to be convertible at the Treasury, but legal tender everywhere elsein Queensland. The government believed 
its notes would be welcomed, because the failure of the Bank of Queensland had brought bank notes under suspicion, but Treasury N otes did not replace 
bank notes. The banks were hostile to the notes and promptly returned them to the Treasury, preferring to circulate their own notes. In 1867, a Select 
Committee of the Legislative Assembly inquired into the Treasury N ote issue and recommended its withdrawal. By the time the notes were withdrawn in 
1869, they were circulating widely and had been accepted by the public. Notes were issued from the Treasury in Brisbane, and also at Rockhampton and 
Bowen before they were retired. The design of the notes was engraved by Thomas Ham of Brisbane, and printed by the Government Printer on special 
paper from London. The notes were signed by the Colonial Treasurer, ].C.M cLean and countersigned in the N ote Issue Branch. 


N otes were issued in denominations of £1 and £5, and contained the imprint 'By AUTH ORITY, Engraved and Printed at the Government Printing Office, 
Brisbane.’

William N oah H edges, originally baptised Noah William H edges, was born in Hertfordshire, England on 16 July 1856. In 1878 he migrated to Australia 
where he worked as a contractor in stone quarries. Later he contracted as a builder and building repairer in M ount Barker, South Australia where he served 
on the M ount Barker District Council and Road Board. On 4 April 1884 he married Elizabeth Paterson at Wistow and they had three sons and three 
daughters. After several years of building wharves and other works for railways and ports he moved to Western Australia in 1893 where he once again 
was involved in public works before acquiring a large share in a timber and firewood company of which he became managing director. He also acquired 
farming properties including Koolberrin near N arembeen and a farm in South Australia near Lake Alexandrina. 


In 1897 H edges constructed the K aralee rock catchment and reservoir. This was the fourth largest of the railway catchment reservoirs and was used by the 
goldfields steam trains between Southern Cross and Coolgardie. It held 48.3 million litres of water in an earth dam and was used by steam locomotives 
until 1953 when diesel locomotives were introduced. In 1999 this area was vested in the N ational Trust (WA) and is an attraction for visitors, picnickers 
and campers. 


Also, thereisa railway siding named H edges Siding. Located on thecross country linefrom M erredin to N arrogin via Kondinin, situated between N arembeen 
and South Kumminin it was originally called Koolberrin after H edges' farm a few miles west of the railway line. This farm was about 22,000 acres at 
its peak. As well as producing wheat and running sheep, H edges also used the farm to produce chaff for feeding his horses used on the WA Goldfields 
Firewood Supply Company woodline. 


In 1904 H edges made an unsuccessful attempt to enter parliament contesting the Legislative Assembly seat of Yilgarn running as a M inisterial Party 
candidate. This loss did not deter him and in 1906 running as a candidate for the Western Australian Party he won the seat of Fremantle in the H ouse of 
R epresentatives. H e retained this seat in 1910 asa representative of the newly formed Commonwealth Liberal Party but lost it in 1913 to Labor's Reginald 
Burchell. There is a printed version of one of his speeches made during parliamentary debates on 21 November 1912 on the subject of supply (Kalgoorlie 
to Port Augusta Railway). It was published in book format by the Government Printer, M elbourne. Following the death of John Forrest in 1918 H edges 
made two unsuccessful attempts in 1918 and again in 1919 to win Forrest's federal seat of Swan as a Nationalist candidate. When Burchell retired in 
1922 H edges tried to regain the seat of Fremantle that he had held until 1913 but failed. In that same year his wife died. Thereafter he began to commute 
regularly to South Australia and Victoria. 


In 1922 H edges authored a book titled, 'A practical scheme for land settlement in Western Australia’ which was published by R S Sampson in Perth. In 
1923 he built the homestead, Highland Valley, in the southwest of Western Australia. The property unique in its style was the hub of the 4,916 hectare 
property with extensive landscaping and gardens and one of the finest lawn tennis courts in the southwest. H edges was appointed President of the Western 
Australian Employers Federation in 1929 and at onetime was also President of the Central Council of Employers of Australia. William N oah H edges died 
in a private hospital in Claremont on 21 November 1935 and Is buried at Karrakatta Cemetery. R epresentatives of almost every commercial, professional 
and administrative activity including many prominent political figures in Western Australia attended his funeral.

K urt Baier was born in Vienna on 26 J anuary 1917, theson of a dentist who 
was the son of J ewish refugees from Roumania. Kurt's mother, M aria, was 
from a Catholic family who lived in M odling near Vienna. Two months 
after Kurt was born his parents separated and he was taken by his mother to 
M odling where he was raised. In 1936 he went to England as an exchange 
student in order to improve his English. When he returned to Austria he 
began military service as a volunteer and also began to study law at the 
University of Vienna. Unfortunately in 1938 H itler returned to Austria under 
the Anschluss and because of Kurt's classification by the Nazis as 'mixed 
non-Aryan blood, first category’ he had to leave Austria. His family helped 
him emigrate to England where he worked as a salesman. 


In England he was classified as a ‘friendly alien’ however in August 1940 
all enemy aliens, friendly or not, wererounded up and deported. They were 
given the choice of Canada or the Isle of M an. Kurt chose Canada and was 
to be transported on the Dunera. The guards seized all their possessions, 
stole what they wanted and threw the rest into the sea and this was how 
Kurt lost his passport and most of his clothes. The Dunera was torpedoed 
in the Irish Sea but the torpedo did not explode. The ship left the convoy 
and steamed south for South Africa and Australia. 


After a nightmare voyage of about eight weeks the Dunera finally reached 
Sydney. K urt related that there were soldiers lined up on the quayside waiting 
to go to war and the Dunera passengers felt sure they were about to be shot. 
This was quickly dispelled when one of the soldiers walked over to Kurt, 
handed him his rifle and said 'Hold this, mate, while | take a leak'. They 
were also met by Red Cross women and volunteers who gavethem food and 
helped them to get in contact with relatives back in Europe. The internees 
were sent to Hay Internment Camp in N ew South Wales first where they 
found the guards to be very friendly and then they were relocated to acamp 
at Tatura in Victoria. 


The inmates were allowed to enroll in M elbourne University extension 
courses and Kurt enrolled for German and philosophy. After Japan entered 
the war, theinternees were allowed to join work brigades and then in a non- 
combat capacity, the Australian Army. Among other activities, Kurt worked 
in the M inistry of Information monitoring enemy broadcasts and when he 
became an Australian citizen he described himself as a foreign correspondent. 
In 1944 hegraduated BA H onoursin Philosophy from M elbourne University 
and won theH astings Prize. H eworked at the university while he gained his 
M A (1947) and then in 1949 he was given paid leave the gain his Doctor of 
Philosophy from Oxford attending M agdalen College. 
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In 1953 he accepted the Chair of Philosophy at the new Canberra University 
College and in 1958 his most famous book, The M oral Point of View, was 
published. For decades this book was essential reading for philosophers and 
students of philosophy world-wide. In 1958 Kurt married Annette Stoop, a 
native of Queenstown, in Dunedin, N ew Zealand. They both had degrees 
in philosophy and in the 1960s Kurt was invited to chair the Philosophy 
Department at the University of Pittsburgh and under his control, it became 
at least one of the best two or three in the USA. His wife worked at the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology eventually joining him at the University of 
Pittsburgh in the early 1970s. Kurt received numerous honours and research 
fellowships, too many to list here. He also authored several books. 


In 1995 Kurt finally retired and heand Annette moved to N ew Zealand where 
they divided their time between their houses in Dunedin and Queenstown. 
Described as 'one of the most influential philosophers in the field of moral 
philosophy in the second half of the twentieth century', Kurt Baier died in 
Dunedin in 2010 at the age of 93.
